There  were  oil.  births  during  1940,  the  birth  rate 
being  17.4  per  1000  persons  living.  This  shows  a  decease 
compared  with  1939  when  there  were  733  births,  but  the  birth  rate 
is  higher  than  in  pre-war  years.

There  were  475  deaths  as  compared  with  471  in  1939>  the  death 
rate  being  13.8  per  1000  population. 

Population. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  for  1940 
was  35170  which  indicates  a  decrease  of  some  4,000  as  compared  with 
the  figure  for  1939* 

Infantile  Mortality  (deaths  under  one  year  of  age). 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  1940  was  27.8  per  1000 
registered  live  birth's  which  is  the  lowest  recorded  figure  in  the 
City.

Or.  the  whole  j  services  have  been  maintained  satisfac¬ 
torily  and  in.  some  cases 7 improved  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

As  might,  bo  anti  cipated  the  maintenance  of  the  usual  services  has 
been  most  difficult,  in  these  circumstances  entailing  structural  or 
ms  to  ri  a  1  inipro  vc-ric  nts . 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  under  consideration,  the 
daman/1  for  many  of  the  services  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
was  much  reduced,  chiefly  due  to  the  evacuation  of  a  considerable 
port  of  the  child  populations 

In  addition  to  the  3357  children  and  757  adults 
evacuated  in  3-939?  2*173  children  and  328  adults  were  evacuated 
during  1940.

Home  Nursing,

The  Rochester  Nursing  Association  continued  to  provide 
value.' >Xo  nursing  help  during  the  year.  Two  nurses  are  employe^  .. 
and.  obey  carried  out  5321  visits  throughout  the  year.  There  are 
36TX  subscribing  members. 


The  nutrition  of  children  has  not  been  seriously 
affected  by  war-time  conditions.  V/ith  a  view  to  assessing,  as  fai 
as  possible,  the  nutrition  of  the  children,  some  $00  children, 
selected  indiscriminately,  were  examined  in  December  1939  and 
re -examined  in  December  1940,  with  particular  regard  to  their 
nutritional  condition. 

Over  50  per  cent  gained  7  °r  more  pounds  in  weight,  and 
made  good:  progress  in  physical  development.  In  less  than  2 

per  cent  was  the  nutritional  progress  throughout  the  year 
ur.sati  sfa  ctory . 

Infectious  Diseases. 


There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  during  1940.  Indeed  The  number  of  infectioms  which  did 
occur  was  much  less  than  usual. 

There  was,  however,  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  tuberculosis  and  there  was  a  greater  number  of 
deaths  from  this  disease. 

Scabies  became  prevalent  towards  the  end  of  the  year 
and  treatment  has  been  undertaken  at  various  Cleansing  Stations.

I  beg  to  submit  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  City,  The  Report  is  an  interim  one,  and  fuller 
details  of  the  works  carried  out  by  your  Inspectors  will  be  embodied 
in  a  report  to  be  compiled  after  the  termination  of  the  War. 


COMPLAINTS. 


550  complaints  were  received  from  householders  and  others  during 
the  year.  All  received  prompt  attention  and  the  necessary  action 
iwas  taken  to  secure  abatement  of  nuisances. 


SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS • 


Whilst  the  standard  of  inspection  has,  owing  to  tho  War,  been 
[lowered,  repairs  and  improvements  to  tho  total  of  1,635  wore 
affected  under  tho  Inspectors’  direction  and  supervision  throughout 
Itho  year.
